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popularity which his rivals and autagoniſts 
could not injure, nor yet attain for them- 
ſelves. He had already made numerous 
conqueſts in the Cote- Droit, without loſing 
much in the Cote- Gauche. A member of 
the Department, Commander of a battalion 
of the National Guard, and powerfully 
aided out of the funds of the Civil Liſt, 
he united all the means of inffuence and of 
credit which he needed, to combat, with 
immenſe advantage, the Factious, whom he 
wiſhed to overturn; and he was going to 
begin his attack, when he was himſelf 
ſeized with the diſorder which carried him 
to his grave. His death at this period was 
the moſt fatal event for the King. All the 
hopes his Majeſty had grounded on the exe- 
cution of Mzrabeau's plan, died with him. 
There was no man left in any party fit to 
conduct ſuch an enterpriſe with the leaſt 
probability of ſucceſs. It was therefore ne- 
ceſſary to renounce it, and to think of other 
means of ſafety. | 
The King's reſidence - in the Capital be- 

came daily more hateful to him, on account 
of the ſcandalous and violent ſcenes which 
paſſed before his eyes, and which he had no 
power to repreſs, The execution of the

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a civil conſtitution of the Clergy was the pre- 
text for them.

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On the following day, M. de la Fayette, 
humbled, and juſtly, by the ſilly and ridicu - 
lous part ich the obſtinate diſobedience 
of the whole of the National Guard had 
made him play on the 18th, ſent his reſig- 
nation of the poſt of Commander- in- Chief 
and that of the Whole Staff, to the Muni- 
cipality. This unexpected ſtep ſet the whole 
town: in an uproar, and all the battalions in 
motion. Almoſt all of them went to his 
houſe in the evening, to aſſure him of their 
repentance and attachment, and moſt earneſt- 
ly entreated him to withdraw his reſignation. 
M. de la Fayette, being overwhelmed in 
ſilent ſadneſs, and anſwering them only with 
ſighs, or unmeaning monoſyllables, ſeveral 
of them, attended with flambeaux, went to 
the Municipality to beg them to go and ſe- 
cond their ſolicitation. They arrived at 
eleven o'clock at night, with -M. Baila y at 
their head, at the General's: houſe, and were 
ſhut up with him in his Cabinet about an 
hour, without being able to obtain an anſwer. 

In the midſt of this conſuſion and agita- 
tion, the fermentation againſt the faithful 
prieſts became more and more violent, and 
alarmed the King extremely. It was parti- 
cularly againſt thoſe that belonged. to his

Poſt-horſes were put to it, and their 
Majeſties took the road to Chalons fur 
Marne, having but one coach in their ſuite, 
and three Gardes-du- Corps dreſſed as Cour 
riers. At tlie diſtance of twelve poſts from 
Paris, owing to ſome repair that was neceſ- 
lary to the coach or harneſs, their Majeſties 
Vol. IV. 183 were 
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were detained near two hours at the ſmall 
town of Montmirail. This delay was the 
more fatal, as the King did not think of 


ſending notice of it to the next poſt where 


he was expected, and as, notwithſtanding 
the advice of M. de Bouille, his Majeſty 
had alſo neglected the important precaution 
of diſpatching a Courier ſome hours before 
him to inform him of his departure. It was 
about half paſt three . o'clock when the 
Royal Family arrived at Chalons. Here 
the Poſt-Maſter knew the King, who, dur- 
ing the journey, was too forgetful: of the 
riſk he ran by ſhewing hitnſelf. No ill con- 
ſequence reſulted from this at Chalons, as 
the Poſt-Maſter proved to be a worthy man, 
and was ſilent. 

The King when he lefe Chalons thought 
he had no further danger to apprehend, as 
he expected to find on his road all the way 
to Montmedy the numerous detachments 
that were to be ſtationed there by M. de 
Bouille; but unhappily the two Officers who 
commanded at Pont-Somevelle, the next 
"poſt, and who had calculated that he muſt 
arrive there by four o'clock at the lateſt, not 
- ſeeing the King, nor the Courier, who they 
expected would come ſome hours before the 

Royal

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Royal Family, concluded that ſome obſta- 
cle muſt have prevented their Majeſties* de- 
parture; and they left that poſt at five o'clock, 
though they had been expreſsly ordered by 
M. de Bouille to remain there the whole 
day. Half an hour afterwards, the King 
arrived at Pont-Somevelle; but not perceiv- 
ing a ſingle ſoldier, he went forward, with- 
out taking the precaution of ſending on one 
of his guards to announce his arrival at the 
next poſt, whence the intelligence would 
have been forwarded, according to the or- 
ders of M. de Bouille. His Majeſty doubt- 
leſs imagined that the General, who from 
the beginning had expreſſed the greateſt 
uneaſineſs concerning the ſuſpicions and 
alarms which the appearance of the troops 
might excite upon this road, had been com- 
pelled to withdraw them, | 
It was half paſt ſeven in the evening 
when the Royal Family arrived at St, Me- 
nehould, and ſtopped to change horſes. The 
Officer who there commanded a detachment” 
of Dragoons, ſurmiſing that the carriages 
which ſtopped for freſh horſes were thoſe he 
was charged to eſcort, attempted to draw 
out his troop on horſeback ; but he was pre- 
rented by the pope; and the ſtables where

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the horſes e to the Dragoons ſtood, 
were taken poſſeſſion of and defended by 
the National Guard. The King, uneaſy at 
not finding any of the meaſures on which 
he relied had been taken, imprudently put 
his head out of the carriage window, and 
aſked ſome queſtions relative to the road,— 
It was at that fatal moment that the great 
reſemblance of the countenance of Louis 
XVI. to the engraving on the Aſſignats 
ſtruck the ſon 'of the Poſt-Maſter of St. Me- 
nehould, who had already gueſſed that the 
carriage, which was to be eſcorted by de- 
tachments of troops as if it was conveying 

a treaſure, contained ſuſpected perſons. On 
going cloſer to look in, he thought he could 
alſo diſtinguiſh the Queen, and judged that 
the other travellers muſt be part of the 
Royal Family, or their ſuite. He was fur- 
ther confirmed: in this opinion, when he 
heard the orders given to take the road to 
Varennes, and ſaw the Officer who com- 
manded the detachment ſpeaking very ani- 
matedly to one of the Couriers *. The 
fear, however, of creating a. falſe alarm 
kept him filent ; but as foon as. the two car-

follow them, or rather to make his way to 
Varennes before them by a croſs-road, and 
to cauſe them to be arreſted if his ſuſpicions 
ſhould prove well founded. Their Majeſ- 
ties again changed horſes at Clermont in 
Argonne, without experiencing the ſlighteſt 
difficulty. M. de Damas, who commanded 
that poſt, held his troop in readineſs, in 
conſtant expectation of the Courier who 
was to inform him of the King's arrival; 
but that precaution having been neglected at 
the poſt of Clermont, as at all the others, 
their Majeſties arrived there, and ſet out 
again, without M. de Damas's knowing any 
thing of it. However, in about half an hour 
after they were gone, from the deſcription 
given of the two carriages that had juſt 
paſſed, and which had taken the road to 


Varennes, he had no doubt that they were 


the carriages of the Royal Family, and im- 


mediately gave his Dragoons orders to 


mount their horſes. The Diſtrict, the Mu- 
nicipality, and National Guard of the place, 
alarmed at this ſudden and myſterious depar- 


ture, oppoſed it by all the means in their 


power. The Dragoons, yielding to the en-

At this moment two 
couriers, announced by loud clappings, en- 
tered the Hall, and gave the Preſident the 
packets with which they were charged. Be-

filence, and gave an order to the galleries to 


do the ſame. Theſe packets contained a letter 


from the Municipal Officers of  Varennes, 


Clermont, and St. Menehould,  and- ſeveral 


copies of orders given by M. de Bauille for 
the march and ſtations of the different de- 
tachments deſtined to favour the King's eſ- 
cape. The reading of theſe papers was fol- 
lowed by ſeveral motions. Thoſe of the

pared for them, and drove without changing 
their coachman to Bondi, where they took 
poſt-horſes, which M. de Valori, the third 
Carde-du- Corps, had kept in readineſs; that 
the King had alighted from his carriage at 
different poſts; that he ſpoke to people 
whom he met, and appeared very uncon- 
cerned till the moment of his arreſt at Va- 
rennes, &c. &.

The Miniſter of the nei ab. ks 
' nounced ſeveral enterprizes and acts of vio- 
lence; of the ſame nature, of which com- 
plaints had been made to him i and'the Com-. 
mittee of Reports denounced the Abbe Fau- 
cht, Biſhop, of Calvados, who, as well as 
his grand Vicar, went preaching through 
the town and country, in churches, clubs, 
and. even in the ſtreets, anarchy, rebellion, 
the Agrarian law, and a' contempt. for the 
Conſtituted Authorities. Upon theſe diffe- 
rent denunciations the Aſſembly decreed,

vas ever paſſed ta puniſh or ſuppreſs them el.

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ſectually: but the Conſtitutional Faction now 
triumphant, had no farther intereſt in conti- 
nuing thoſe exceſſes, and had reaſon to fear 
that theſe formidable means which they had 
made uſe of to annihilate the ancient French 
Conſtitution, might be employed with equal 
ſucceſs by the Republicans againſt © the 
new one.

Th E determination to be made by the 
King, in ſuch critical circumſtances, was 
undoubtedly of very great importance. All 
the Miniſters, except M. de Mantmorin, in. 
ſiſted on the abſolute neceſſity of accepting 


the Conſtitution, purely and unconditionally, 


They owed their places to the authors of it, 
and the advice which they gave to the King 
often ſavoured of their gratitude to the Con- 
ſtitutional Faction. Both the opinions and 
intereſt of the leaders of that Party, Barnave, 
Duport, d Andre, and the Lameths, were at 
this time different from thoſe of M. de la 
Fayette, who conſidered them as factious 
men. They were however much more ſen- 
ſible than he of the dangerous conſequences 
of their ſyſtems, and would have been very 
glad to. lend their aid to every modification, 
to every expedient which did not endanger 
their popularity. 'The conſequence of the 

5 King“ 
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King's arreſt at Varennes had opened their 
eyes; Duport and Barnave frequently felt 
remorſe with melancholy ' preſages of the 


future. But the more they were ſuſpected of 


having returned to Monarchical principles 
and to ſentiments of concern and reſpect for 
the King and Royal Family, the leſs did 
they dare, at this deciſive period, to adviſe a 
reſiſtance which they thought uſeleſs ; they 
therefore wrote to the King, that whatever 


were the defects of the Conſtitution, his 
Majeſty could neither reject nor modify it, 


and that his ſafety required his pure and un- 
conditional acceptance of it. The Prince de 
Kaunitz was alſo of this opinion, in his 
confidential correſpondence with M. de 
Montmorin. The Emperor Leopold and 
his Miniſter were at that time ſtruck only 
with the aſcendancy of the Jacobins, with 
their intrigues, and their manifeſt tendency 
to Republicaniſm, The Prince de Kaunitz 
perfectly underſtood and judged rightly of the 
new Conſtitution. He deteſted its principles, 
he deſpiſed its authors, and never mentioned 


them in his correſpondence but with indig- 
nation: but being very accurately informed 


of what was paſſing in France, and ſeeing 
that unfortunate Kingdom divided into clubs

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of n whoſe audacity and crimes 


were continually increaſing, he no longer 
heſitated to conſider the Conſtitutional Patty 


as the only refuge of Royalty; for, like the 


Emperor, he was very far from having any 
idea of engaging in a new war, or adviſing 
Louis XVI. to meaſures that might lead to 
it, without being firſt aſſured of the ſucceſs 
of the negotiation entered into by his Im- 


perial Majeſty to unite all the other Powers 


of Europe againſt France; and of thoſe 
there were ſome who were by no means de- 

cided upon entering into that coalition. 
This confidential correſpondence of M. de 
Montmorin's ſhould, if he did not burm it, 
be ſtill in exiſtence, for it was not found 
among the papers that were ſeized at his houſe. 
It explained and juſtified, in many reſpeds, 
the weakneſs with which he was reproached. 
He has even been accuſed of betraying his 
unfortunate maſter. I am not afraid to ſay, 
that he was as incapable of it as myſelf, and 
I truſt my proofs remain not yet to be eſta- 
bliſhed; but, acquainted as he was with the 
diſpoſitions of the Foreign Courts, would 
he not have deceived, would he not have 
betrayed his Majeſty, had he made him hope 
Ah their * * he inſpired him with 
| I | a con- 
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a confidence which he himſelf had not? 
When he informed me of the opinion of 
the other Miniſters, of his doubts, and of 
thoſe of the King, I anſwered him warmly, 
that it was impoſſible the King ſhould accept 

a Conſtitution that dethroned him. He ſaid, 
that I was not the firſt who had given that 
opinion, and convinced me of it, by ſhewing * 
me a letter which the Abbe Maury had writ- 
ten to the King, and in which that illuſ- 
trious character painted the misfortunes and 
the crimes of the Revolution ſanctioned by 
the Conſtitutional Act. Religion, the Mo- 
narchy, property, overthrown, and the 
King delivered up to the poignards of the 
Factious, if he ſhould thus put himſelf 
into their hands.

though an abſolute refuſal might endanger 
the King's ſafety, it, was different with re- 
ſpect to a proviſional acceptance, upon 
grounds which, far from being conſidered 
as an offence, would clearly be an homage 
paid by the Monarch to the Nation; that 
the intoxication of the people was but tem- 
porary; that to demonſtrate to them, on

His pure and religious heart was toq 
well known to leave any doubt of his tak- 
ing the oath with a firm reſolution of being 
faithful to it, or of his being capable of 
following the my of his perfidious 


enemies, 
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enemies, who, while they were ſwearing 


fidelity to him, as well as to the Law and 
to the Nation, were meditating and prepar- 
ing to overturn the Throne, enſlave the Na- 
tion, and annihilate the Laws. Such in fact 
was the known plan of the Jacobins, at the 
head of whom at that time were Petion, 
Briſſot, Condorcet, Robeſpierre, Camille. 


Deſmoulins, Buzot, and others. It is not 


irrelevant to explain how the Conſtitution- 
aliſts, who had founded and raiſed this ſect, 
were entangled in their own nets, when _ 
wiſhed to ſeparate from them. 

Mirabeau, the ableſt of them all, in ſpite 
of his errors, crimes, and inconſiſtencies, 
wiſhed by the Revolution to gain the Mini- 
ſtry for himſelf, and liberty for the people, 
but leaving the Monarch a great ſhare of 
power, the Nobility their rank and titles, 
and the Clergy the means of ſubſiſting with 
all becoming decency. It was only to ren- 
der himſelf formidable or neceſſary, that he 
became ſometimes the leader and at other 
times the follower of the Factious; but he 
was always ready to oppoſe them, and only 
waited till the Court thought proper to em- 
ploy him, He had no confidential friends 
among his colleagues, except the Duke de 
Biron, 
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Biron, the Biſhop of Autun, and the Count 4 
la Mark. All the others were his enemies or 
his dupes. The Abbe Sieyes, who deteſted 
him, and who like him held in contempt al 
parties and ſyſtems, that did not agree with 
his metaphyſics, wiſhed, as in Poland, for 
the King and the French Republic: no No- 
bility, but'a richly endowed Clergy, pro. 
' vided all were reformed who believed in 

God. His haughtineſs, ſophiſtry, and pu- 
ritanical air, and the credit he had for great 
talents, kept the Revolutionary herd in awe, 
and did not ſuffer either the Conſtitution- 
aliſts or Jacobins openly to ſeparate from 
him, both of them AY Ne his 
aſſiſtance. - 

The real fabricators of the Conſtitution, 
ſuch as Target, Thouret, Emery, Def- 
meuniers, &c. acknowledged M. de la 
Fayette as their nominal leader; but be fore 
the King's departure for Montmedy they 
yielded, whether willingly or not, to the 
direction of the Lameths, Duport, and Bar- 
nave, all enemies of M. de la Fayette, be- 
cauſe he rivalled them in popularity, and 
counterbalanced their power by the empire 
he poſſeſſed over the hearts of the Bourgeois 

of Paris, and over all the enthuſiaſtie ad- 
> | mirers 
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mirers of the Rights of Man, of which he 
had been the mover, ſo true is it that popu- 
lar heroes conſtantly reſemble one another in 
one particular, which, always makes. them 
enemies When it does not unite them; the 
love of excluſive power. | 
The King's arreſt formed a new #ra in 
the Revolution, which may be regarded as 
the epocha of the diſorganization of all the 
parties, one only excepted, which reaped an 
advantage from the fall of the others. The 
Jacobins having endeavoured in vain to bring 
the King to a trial, and proclaim France a 
Republic, turned upon the Conſtitutionaliſts, 
who oppoſed it, drove them from their poſt 
and took poſſeſſion of it themſelves. Briſſot, 
who was then the ſoul of this Club, and 
the chief of the ſecret Committee, who di- 
rected its operations, judged very rightly 
that the Jacobins could not overturn this 
weak Conſtitution by any other means. than 
by adopting it; and that it was by declaring 
themſelves its guardians, they might diſcre- 
dit its authors, and ſucceed in deſtroying the 
remainder of Royalty, which the latter had

Chambers excepted, the Cote-Droit, had 
been always unanimous, ſo impoſſible was

At the ſame time they ſupported in the Na- 
tional Aſſembly every motion made by the 
members of the Cote-Droit, tending to its 
diſſolution, becauſe they were well aſſured
